MERIT WON POSITION 


When it was decided that 
Mr. 
Bethea should go on the bench aud his 
services could not be utilized in this 
prosecution the attorney general de­ 
clared he ex pected 
the 
president 
to allow him to name Mr. Bethea’s 
successor. President Roosevelt agreed 
to this, as did the two senators, aDd 
Mr. Morrison was appointed y esterday , 
because his knowledge of the beef 
trust case qualifies him to care for the 
interests of the government. 
There will be other trust litigation 
at Chicago before nex t fall, as tbe 
government is preparing to prosecute 
tbe owners of industrial railroads and 
the officials of trunk lines which have 
granted them rebates on freight rates. 
It is ex pected other corporations will 
be brought into court, and Mr. Moody 
takes the ground that it is important 
to the government that these prosecu­ 
tions should be in competent hands 
Consequently he insisted on the ap­ 
pointment of Mr. Morrison. 


ANOTHER DIXON MAN. 


Charles B. Morrison had tbe repu­ 
tation of being one of the best state’s 
attorney s in Illinois before he became 
associated with the work of tbe federal 
district attorney ’s office in Chicago 
He was state’s attorney of Lee county

J udge Bethea, who 
succeeded Mr. Dix on, aad tne present 
incumbent have been partners in the 
practice of law. 
The fact that three attorae/s from 
tbe same city and so closely identified 
with each other in their practice is 
perhaps the most unique affair in tbe 
politics of Illinois. 


DIXON BAR HONORED.

The first attorney honored witb a 
position of more than local promi­ 
nence, was J. V. Eustace, who was 
commissioned judge of tbeieircuit 
court, Mar. 16,1837 . The nex t attor­ 
ney to be promoted was W. W. Heaton 
who was made circulti judge |J u!y 1, 
1861. When the appellate court was 
created in 1877, Heaton was appointed 
as one of tbe judges sjrviag until his 
death in 1878 
J ohn D. Crabtree was 
promoted 
to the circuit judgeship 
J une 9 , 1888. he also serving as one of 
the appellate judges, unit! his death.

olrcuit judge by Richard S. Farrand 
J une 18,19 03.

He never 
ceased to be a son. 
Nor did bis 
father cease to love and wait for him. 
The only hope of a better life is 
based on the fact that men are the 
sons of God. They are of kin to God: 
can bear his voice; read his word; and 
feel the spell of his love. 
Not other­ 
wise could they be touched with hig h 
and tender thoug hts. 
This truth means that God loves 
this world; that he loves all men—the 
Gentile no less than the Jew—the un­ 
believer as well as tbe believer—and is 
try ing to win all to the way of life.
